When J. G. Dubraks went to the Coon home this morning with 
a basket of food, he found there was no way to cook it. There was 
a stove, hut no fuel. 
He says the destitution of the family was 
depressing. 
This afternoon Mr. Dubraks and others are raising a fund to 
give the body of Coon a proper burial. 


“ Relief” has come to Elijah C. Coon. 
He died at 9 o’clock this 
morning. 
Elijah C. (Charles) Coon is the man who, in a dying condition, 
with a wrorked-to-death wife and six children, 
wras 
without food 
from Saturday until Monday, when a sym pathetic woman gave them 
the last $2 in her purse and walked back from th eir little residence 
to her home in a south side suburb. 
Today citizens provided the family with food for the present, 
but when it arrived “ father had passed on,” as a w orthy m em ber 
of the last-aid-to-the-needy brigade contentedly announced today. 
It is officially announced that Coon died from a complication of 
B right's disease and h eart failure. 
Mrs. Coon and six children, the oldest thirteen years of age, 
survive the father.

— King Nicholas of little Montenegro 
has just thought of a new plan for 
baiting the big 
European 
powers. 
Nicholas, during 
his long 
lifetime, 
has tried a great variety of amuse­ 
ments. He has been prince and poet; 
king and 
statesman; 
warrior and 
dramatist; musician 
and art 
con­ 
noisseur. He has made good at all of 
them, 
too. But two years 
ago he 
discovered th a t for real sport there 
is nothing to be compared with tan­ 
talizing the big powers and turning 
topsy-turvy the dignified diplomatic 
chancellories of Europe.
